Its  angular  decrease  in  elevation  is  believed  to  be  due  to  its’ 
disappearing  into  the  distance  toward  the  horizin  since  its  size  appeared  to  de^'cease 
at  the  same  time.  It  did  not  behave  like  a balloon.  It  did  not  look  like  any 
form  of  aircraft  known  to  the  observer.
